viLLK, Ky., March 28. — Between 


eight and nine o'clock last nlgh» a tor- 
nado struck this city from the soutn- 
wcst, northeastward, leaving death and 
destruction everywhere. Outside of the 
clr-arly denned limits the citizens knew 
only of a heavy rain accompanied by a 
high wind. Soon came the alarm ol 
fire from a dozen different stations and 
the horror of the calmlty began to dawn 
on the people. Great stone warehouses, 
halls of amusement, railroad stations 
and dwelling houses, all went down be- 
fore the mighty powers of the air. The 
storm soon passed on, the clouds scat- 
tered, and the moon cast its light over 
a sorely-stricknn city. Relief parties 
were soon organized; the whole force of 
the fire department was at work. Al 
this writing no definite statement can 
he mado of the loss of life, but it is 
largo. It Is impossible that so wide a 
sweep of territory covered with ruined 
houses, with wreck of halls and build- 
inga of every character does not contain 
many dead. Enough is known to show 
that Louisville has been visited by a 
most appalling calamity. The wrecked 
portion of tho city lies between Eigh- 
teenth, Broadway, Seventh and Main 
streets, the destroying elements pass- 
ing diagonally across the section, which 
in probable a mile square. At least 
ino nunclred house are in ruins. It is 
feared that at least two hundred lives 
are lost. 


Probably the greatest loss of life oc- 


curred at the Falls City Hall, which 
was In the center of the tornado. In 
tho lower rooms of tho hall were fifty 
or seventy-flvo children with 
their 


mothers and other 
relatives taking 


dancing lessons. There were at least 
l'J5 persons on the lower floors and sev 
pnty-nve more attending a lodge meet- 
ing on upper floors when the terrible 
wind swooped down upon the building. 
Tho entire structure in loss than flv« 
minutos was a shaseless mass of brick 
and mortar, burying two hundred help- 
less \ ictinas, of which number few cs* 
capod uninjured. 
Conservative 
esti> 


mutes placo the losss of life at thin 
point at ono hundred, while other re- 
ports indicate tho number nearer two 
hundred. At three o'clock this morn- 
ing thirty-five dead bodies had been 
been taken from this ruin, and fifteen 
wounded and dying. Only thoso on the 
third floor had been reached, tlio roou1 


containing tho dancing-school pupils 
and visitors not, yet being opened. 


Immediately upon the burstof the cy- 


clone tho tire bells sounded and the po- 
lii'o \vcro at work. 
Within ten minutes 


a posse appeared at tho Falls City Hall 
wreck. Tlie walls of the 
adjoining 


houses wore first propped, and then be' 
{ran the work ol cutting through the 
heavy slate roof that covered all. At 
tlr.st work was difficult and laborious, on 
account of the immense multitude that 
surrounded tho wreck. 


At twelve o'clock the opening of a por- 


tion of the debris of the Falls City Hall 
caused a draught to penetrate the ruins, 
whereupon the smouldering fire broku 
out with 
tremendous fierceness. It 


spread rapidly and forced the workers 
to desert tho pile. As soon as tho fire 
gained headway the groans of tho im- 
prisoned people became shrieks, and so 
^rea* was the horror of the moment 
that tho watchers grew frantic and 
screamed and ran about like wild, the 
terrible sufferings which they were un- 
ahle to alleviate driving them to de- 
spair. Several lines of hose were soon 
throwing water on tho flames, but It 
was more than an hour before work 
could bo proceeded with, and then it was 
carried on with much difficulty on ac- 
count of the boat.

At about half-past eleven o'clock the 


room where tho children were dancing 
was reached. Mr. Louis Simms. Jr., of No. 
112 -I Market street, hid for hours been 
moving about in agony of grief in front 
of that portion of the wreck, where this 
room had been, for his wife and four 
little children were there. When the 
room w as reached. Mrs. Simms was the 
first one found and she was fatally hurt. 
Then within about fifteen minutes of 
each other three of the Simms children 
were recovered. They wore unconscious, 
and there is only a faint possibility of 
thoir li\ing. While the father was 
imploring tlie workers to get his other 
child fire broke out and work was sus- 
pended. Tho last man taken out alive 
before 
tho flames started was John 


Hepden of Xo. 2109 West Broadway, and 
just previous to that a woman, who was 
unable to give her name, was recovered. 
It was not possible to tell the extent of 
the injuries of aither, 


After the fire had been extinguished, 


women were found digging at the slate 
with their fingers, crazed with 
the 


rains beneath. Every ono did noble 
work. 
Afiti- an hour of censoless labor 


the flrst \ictim, Mrs. Sarah Kelly, was 


unearthed. Her body waa found sitting 
in an upright politico, her head bruised 
and one arm broken. She said that at 
tbe flrst quake a mad rush was made 
for the entrance. Women ware knocked 
down and trampled upon in the road 
haste to escape. Seeing the overwhelm- 
ing jam at the door she remained be- 
hind. The last she saw of her friends 
was just before the floor gave in and the 
oeiling fell. 


The work was continued, but none of 


those whom Mra. Kelly said were near 
her could be found. 


The excavation was then moved from 


the rear of the building- to the front, 
where it was lupposed th« great crowd 
waa gathered. As soon as the roofing 
was removed and the maia of brick be- 
neath, the first light that met the eyes 
was any thing but hopeiul. 


Ten women, locked in each others' 


arms, were drawn out of the debris, all 
dead hut one. 
Mr. James Hassen, 


whose wife had been at the lodge meet- 
ing, 
was foremost in the work, and the 


first person whom he took out of the 
ruined building was hit wife, who died 
in his arms, lie lay her by the side of 
the others who were dead and continued 
to work for the living. 


Inside of the next hour thirty men 


and women were drawn out dead, but 
with no wounds on their bodies, and it 
it thought all met their death from suf- 
focation. The gas pipes had broken, 
which caused the lights to go out and 
whioh saved the ruins from fire for the 
time, but flooded the debris with a va- 
por almost aa deadly as the fire might 
have proven. Ways were pierced Into 
the breast of the ruini and bodies were 
drawn out dead and dying. One part of 
the building was reserved for the dead, 
but the wounded were taken into the 
stores and houses on the opposite side 
of the atrcat, where physicians and 
priest administered to souls and bodies. 


Along against the pathway of the 


storm, extending from Sixth to Tenth 
streets, and from Seventh to Eleventh, 
not a single building was left standing. 
Occasionally a massive stone or iron 
front still stood in. the air, while the en- 
tire structure proper 
had been swept 


away. This morning it presented the 
most stupendous spectacle of disaster 
and ruin ever witnessed, In the course 
of the storm lay the prime tobacco mar- 
ket of the oity and to-day the ware- 
houses almost to the last one lay in 
ruins. 
They include the Kentucky, 


Pickett's, 
Ninth-street, 
Falls City, 


Phcenix, Green River, Louisville, En- 
terprise, Central and Planters'. 
The 


destruction of the Louisville and Ninth- 
street warehouses could not possibly 
have been more complete. 
Thousands 


of hogsheads of tobacco lay in the mass 
of brick and mortar, some exposed to 
view and others buried from sight be- 
neath the debris. 


The Louisville Hotel, between Sixth 


and Seventh streets, was uaroofed and 
otherwise wrecked, while the building 
west, occupied as a cigar store upon the 
first floor, and sleeping rooms upon tho 
second and third, was razed entirely to 
the ground, not a single brick remain- 
ing in place. In the destruction of this 
house many lives were lost, principally 
ol persons who occupied sleeping rooms 
there. 
Many of them were young girls 


employed at tho hotel next door. 


Saloons and other available places 


have been turned 
into hastily im- 


provised morgues, where the bodies are 
taken as fast as recovered and left 
awaiting identification. 
Patrol wagons 


are being pressed into service as "dead 
wagons" to convey the corpses to the 
designated places. 


Eleventh street seemed to serve as a 


kind of flue for the storm, as all inter- 
copilng objects in that line are prac- 
tically reduced to nothingness. As it 
rushed down this street it carried with 
it the fronts of tho buildings, which are 
mostly residences, on each side, leaving 
in many instances tho furniture and 
other contf nts unmolested. Frequently 
from the center of some three-sided 
dwelling the unbroken chandelier is 
still swinging. 


Jefferson and Main streets are almost 


in as bad condition as others, and wag- 
ons are carting away soiled and broken 
furniture from homes that were yester- 
day but aro to-day no longer. The 
massive trees in tho park on Jefferson 
street have been twisted and broken 
like rods, and lay crossed and piled 
upon each other. 


The atorm district in Louisville Is de- 


scrib*,'. as extending from Eighteenth 
to SeNenth street, and from Main street 
to Broad\. ,iy. This includes a territory 
about a mile square, and across this sec- 
tion the cyjlone 
swept 
diagonally. 


Main street is the principal wholesale 
street of the city, and Market street, 
on* of the Inuling retail streets, also 
llea within thi.-> district. This street is 
one string of stores for a distance of 
over two miles, extending from Preston 
street to Twenty-second, 
In nearly all 


the buildliigs there ar» families resid- 
ing above the stores. The business sec- 
tion of the visited district runs south to 
about Walnut street, and from there to 
Broadway it is a residence quarter, and 
many e f tbe finest homes in the city are 
located in that place. Thera are also 
several large churches in the district. 


The Union Depot is on the river bank 


at the foot of Seventh street, at the 
mouth of the canal, and the Louisville 
bridge) crosses the Ohio river at Four- 
teenth street The city Hall and other 
buildings are located in the quarter 
where the damage was done, and th» 
court-house is just outside of it, on Jef- 
fereon. between Fifth and Sixth streets. 
The Falls City Hall, which wa» de- 
stroyed, is on the south side of Market, 
between Eleventh and Twelfth strsets. 
The village of Parkland, which ia said 
to have been laid waste, is a residence 
suburb, which lies at the southwest 
corner of Louisville, just outalde the 
city limits. 


The saloon of John Thierman, at Six- 


teenth 
and 
Magazine streets, was 


crumbled beneath 
the 
storm. 
The 


wood-work Ignited from the stoves, and 
Nick Sullivan, Wm. Diemer and Bei 
Chelt were burned to death. 
Th« 


corpses were charred beyond possibility 
of Identity. 


The residence of J. W. Bernhftim, at 


No. 188 Second street, wa« struck bj 
lightning in the midst of the crash and 
w as utterly demolished.

Bide. Tha structure was three stories 
in height, and when ntruck by the tor- 
nado several meetings ware being held 
within it. The loss of life at this place 
far exceeds that at any other one local- 
ity, and of the great number known to 
be under the debris, it is certain that 
none will be recovered alive. 


A Oonuina Cyolou*.

B. Holborn, of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville train which arrived at half-pait 
eleven o'clock yesterday morning, said 
to a reporter: "All along the line own- 
ing out of Louisville telegraph poles, 
wires and timber are scattered in all 
directions. We were delayed for tiat 
reason. 
At Lagranjre, 
twenty'seven 


miles out from Louisville, there is much 
damage done. 


At Eminence, forty milBS southeast of 


Louisville, several persons are killed. 
The 
whole country coming out of 


Louisville is one mass of mingled poles, 
timbers, trees ar.d other debris." 


Train No. S, over the same road, came 


in at twelve o'clock. 
Brakeman C. 


Ricketts and Mr. Williams were eye- 
witnesses of the terrible storm Thurs- 
day night. Said they: 


"It is beyond description. The center 


of Louisville is one mass of terrible 
ruins—all is woe and horrible dliatter. 
We were in the city at the time. The 
electrical display was the granest spec- 
tacle of its kind we ever saw. 
The 


storm began 
about 
half-past eight 


o'clock. The thunder was simply aw- 
ful, and by the vivid glare of the light- 
ning we could see for blocks. All was 
a mass of ruins, flying timbers, women, 
children and men running here and 
there panic strioken, crying for aid, or 
seeking to find friends who'were buried 
beneath huge masses of ruins. 


The storm struck the city from the 


southwest and ran in, a zig-zag direction 
across the city, strudk the Union Depot 
and jumped the river, striking Jefferion- 
vllle. At least nine or ten blocks of 
that place was destroyed. Before leav- 
ing yesterday morning at eight o'clock, 
sixty-eight bodies were taken from Falls 
City Hall, where there were hundreds 
of people at the time of the accident. 
The most destruction took place in the 
main part of the city. The wost end 
came in for a bfg share. The awful 
tornado did not take a straight course, 
but jumped up one block and down an- 
other and hero and there. Port Royal. 
Henry County, forty miles from Louis- 
ville, is reported as being entirely de- 
molished. 


"At Pendleton, thirty-six miles from 


Louisville, a 810,01)0 insurance policy 
was found banging on a bush, near the 
railroad track. The policy belonged to 
a man in Louisville, and had blown all 
the way from that city. 
All sorts of 


clothing, pieces of timbers and debris 
of all sorts were scattered along the 
line." 


D. L. Lockwood, baggage master on 


the same train, was in the tornado also. 
Said he: 


"I was riding in a street oar on Jef- 


ferson street, between Sevanth 
and 


Eighth, when the tornado struck the 
car. A heavy telocraph pole was blown 
across the car, raashin,? it, and nearly 
killing s, lady passenger, whom I car- 
ried in my arms to a place where medi- 
cal aid could be had. 
1 wtfs uninjured, 


but the poor-car driver was blown away 
and never heard of or seen since.

was an awful sight. Scores oJ people 
were killed and everything was one 
mass of ruins." 


"I was in the Kansas City tornado 


several years ago," said a passenger, 
"but the horrible catastrophe of last 
night was the most awful thing I ever 
saw. 
I saw dozens of dead people being 


takn from Falls City Hall, where per- 
haps a hundred or more were killed.

wrecked." 


Said another: 
"A steamboat was 


bodily lifted from the river and blown 
out on the land a quarter of a mile. 
The Western part of the oity seems to 
have got the worst of the storm." 


"I never saw such a time for selling- 


papers," said a newsboy, who came in 
on train No. 8 yesterday morning. 
Peo- 


ple are crazy for them, and almost tear 
one to pieces to get them."
